MURDER OF A SERJEANT

The execution of Lieutenant Gamage, for 
the marder of a Serjeant of Marines on board 
‚the Griffin sloop ef war, persuant to the 
«sèntence of a Court Martial, took place this 
„maocning at ten o'clock, en board that ship. 
‘He bore his fate with fortitude. About eight 
“o'clock he was attended by the Clergyman, 
and remained with him till about half past 
‚nine, wheu the procession began from his ca- 
bia to the platform, from whence he was 
‘Jaunched intoeternity. 'ÎheGiergyman walk. 
ed first: then Lieutenant Gamage, attended où 
each side by two friends, officers ; several ofti. 
cers followed afterwards. Every one present 
„was deeply affected at the unhappy fate of 
„this young man; the ship’s company partict. 
lacly Boats from the different ships atteuded, 
‚as usual, vound the execution, and the same 
sympathy was observable in each‘ Got fc

At the Entertainment given to his Lordshìp 
by the Court of Directors at the City of Lon. 
don Tavern, the 29th January 1813, prea 
vious to his departure to assume the oflice of 
Governor-General and Commander-in-Chiëf 
of the Company’s Forces in India. 

The Chairaran (Sir H. Iaglis) having given 
&. Lord Moira, afl Suttess to His Goverutmeat.” 
After returning thanks for the honor doùe 
him, aad expressing his earaest desire to 
metitit by the #eal with which he should 
éndeavour fo maintain the impottaat interest 
committed to his management, his Lordship 
adverted to the inseperable connexion of 
those interests with the welfare of the Em. 

pire. 

The sources of that publie prosperity 
which had raised this Country so far beyond 
any other iu the world, had been happily 
‘suggested to their reflection by thesong ‘« God 
save the King,” to which they had listened 
with so much pleasure.

DENMARK. 

A traveller lately arrived from Denmark, 
gives the following melancholy picture of that 
country 

< From the powerful influence of the Prench 
Minister, Alquier, the King who has always 
been considered to possess & goot heart and 
wished the good of his subjects, is now little 
better than a French Prefect, being obliged to 
be constantly issuing aew decrees, all tending 
to the annihilation of trade and destruction of 
his paper money, (and with it the credit of the 
country) which is now very little better than 
the former French assignats, and must soon 
even be werse, if the King continues to regüe 
late the Coürse of Exchange, which in spite of 
all wilt always have a level, and to take upon 
himself the regulation of all commercial trans. 
actions, by allowing no persons tottade bút 
such as can obtain particular privileges, which 
are generally prooured through the means of 
his people about him, who retain a share ef 
the speculation, and easily persuade the King 
how beneficial this mode of traffic is for the 
couutry. At the same time every made is in. 
‚rented ta disgrace the fair trader, wheu on the 
ether hand, the, merchants in general, from 
the vezations and difficulties thrown in the way 
ef all open trade, scem to have lost all their 
energy, so that they make no exzertions, by 
femoustrâtices ot explanations, which perhaps 
if given, might convince the King of the inju- 
rious consequences of his measutes, and they 
could easily convince him that his country will 
not be worth six peuce without trade ; indeed 
the thing speaks for itself, or why should the 
country have so fallen these last five years, if it 
was not for the waut of trade. Many of the 
inhabitants who think reasonably, or think at 
all, do blame the English, not so much for 
coming to attack them, as not remaining when 
they were there; this is (he uuiversal opinion 
of the lower orders of people, who would re. 
joïce to see them return, but they would not 
be so ready to receive the Swedes, with whom 
there always has, and always will be an un. 
conquerable jealousy. 

The state of persecution agaïnst the 
merchants, is encouraged by a numerous No- 
bility, with which the Country, since the war 
in particular, is over-run, who are jealous 
that some of the Merchants are still able to 
live and support a higher stile than some of 
them, mot revolleeting that it is the merchant 
alone who made the Country oùce só Bourish. 
“Ing, and'to wltom the fing resorts ‘when ‘a 

-Eerred toun:is wanteds ‘and a greater proof of 
-partiality ef: the Government towards the 


Nobility cannot be wanting, than amoug all 


the multitude of new taxes, few or none im. 
mediately atfect the Nobility. There is ro 
tax upon horses, carriages, servants, dogs, 
silver plate, aad a variety of other articles of 
luxury; which affect only the rich, whereas 
the poor must pay for every room which con- 
tains a stove to warm them. 

€ It would appear from a variety of cir- 
cumstances, that the late mysterivus move- 
tnents of the Swedes have caused a great deal 
of consternatiou anrong the inhabitants as 
well as to the Government; but nothing 
alarms nd terrifics thêm so much as the idea 


of being visited by a Russian force, which 
they dread beyond every thing ; and it seems 


singular that at the- period when the Danes 
‘deélared war against Bwéden in 1608, they 
declared they would stand or fall with their 
good ally the Emperor of Russia; but they 
have not retained the same sentiments, 
when Russia found herself attacked by 
France, aud became, her enemy ; hitherto 
Denmark.may stand excused, perhaps, for suf. 
fering so many degradations from France, 
because the loss of her Continental possessioûs 


“would havo been the immediate consequence 


of resistance. The Government is so poor that 
they have not been able to fulfil engagements 
with individuals, ard still talk of raising more 
troops bothin Denmark aud 
it would seem they can only k 
more paper, which must ultimately ruin the 
Couutry. ‘Theexpences are estimsted at 70 
millions of rix dollars, and as their money des 
cliges in value, their expences must: eùcrease, 

and the revenues, from the best informed, must 
fall far short of this sum, and they C&n expect 
no foans but forced loans, ‘The revenues on 

commerce âretrifling, putting aside the colonial 

tax, which has been excossive, but produees 

no constant source; their Sound Daues, which 
produced an annual income of 600,000 rix dol. 

lars, do nat now produce enough to pay the 
coltectors. « “The taxes are principally confined 


to articles: df the first‘ necessity, and accidental
